THE ANNUAL MEETING 
Mr. Henry Thurston, President, presided the 
Annual Meeting Friday, May 28, the Hotel 
Statler. Over one hundred and fifty persons were 
present, about one-half them from member organiza- 
tions the League. his brief address Mr. Thurston 
said, among other things:

Are they happy their 
journey? What need? How can help them? 
our institutions, all our placing agencies, all 
our community resources, ought plastic under the 
controlling force the one ideal helpfulness these 
little ones. let have pride opinion, and 
pride history our agencies, and satisfaction over 
the way have always done things; but let re- 
examine our own personal work, that our agency, and 
that our community whole the light this 
task which have perform. Let our own 
sternest critics whether are living our 
own ideals and standards. The staff the Child Wel- 
fare League your service with you your 
request look over with you institution,’ ‘our 
agency, town,’ ‘our state,’ help 
planning more adequate service. Are ready with the 
maximum devotion and intelligence, and with ade- 
quate equipment that each one these children can 
helped his journey ought be; that his 
capacities body and mind and soul can reasonably 
developed? have smaller task than that.” 


Annual Report will published the Fall, 
that quote only part from the report the Execu- 
tive Director: 


“The Child Welfare League exists for the purpose 
taking care and rendering service the fields that 
are not covered any other efficient child welfare 
agencies having executive offices and field work staff. 
deal with the dependent, neglected and, some 
extent, the delinquent child. However, situations in- 
volving juvenile courts, probation, those presenting 
questions child health, are referred once the 
National Probation Association, the Child Health Asso- 
ciation, whatever the proper national agency. 
think this fundamental principle child 
and social work, not merely fundamental principle 
the Child Welfare League America. think the way 
get good cooperation, and the way get good job 
done, the other fellow everything will 

carry. 

serve well the child who knocks our door 
need broad program either our own organiza- 
tion our community. should include mothers’ 
assistance, with perhaps aid unmarried mothers when 
they prefer keep their babies; case work that takes 
hold early stage; rehabilitation the family 

while the child temporarily away. All these 
free placement, boarding home and adoption work. 
When such broad program invoked, private agencies 
find themselves unable all that they are called 
upon do. Even when the workers are skilled, the 
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standards fall. Some states have large measure tried 
supplement this private program with some form 
state responsibility. This done different ways. For 
example, Massachusetts the state has become the 
largest child-placing agency the United 
Pennsylvania thousands children have been com- 
mitted private Society and order for board made 
payable the Society from public funds. New 
York the state and the city support many thousands 
children private institutions. All these states also 
have active mothers’ aid work. other words, there 
are plans under way great many the different 
states where the state assumes the responsibility for 
care. But considerable number states, especially 
the West and the South, the state still depends 
the private society entirely, assuming 
responsibility. 

“Tt important learn rapidly can what 
the complete program child care our state and 
our city, and see how fully operating. 
conviction that our private agencies have, 
general, not given attention program that will 
include all the services children for which the League 
stands, and particularly the promotion such public 
service will make their own private work more 
effective. 

“Much the time the Executive Director has 
been spent the last year two organizing, direct- 
ing and following studies either single children’s 
agencies for chests and councils social agencies. 
may interest you know that are the midst 
three studies and are completing fourth New 
Orleans. The other three are Richmond, Virginia, 
Houston, Texas, and Syracuse, New York. have 
the recent past made studies Toronto, Los Angeles, 
Oklahoma City, Chicago, Missouri and elsewhere. 
was gratifying sit down the other night with our 
good friend Mr. MacLean the Federation for Com- 
munity Service Toronto and hear with what serious- 
ness the community studied the report select what 
was good and begin developments which they are 
still working. are becoming increasingly 
cautious undertaking such surveys. view them 
only means end—to help community’s chil- 
dren better chance. And see more and more 
clearly how much what happens after our survey 
that for the children—depends the readiness the 
community make serious and intelligent application 

any one the staff goes into city and 
brings conviction board directors, the execu- 
tive, that something needs done, rule find 
that that new something going depend new 
individual. not mean that are just going about 
trying find ways tipping one individual out and 
getting another one in. But there are new opportuni- 
ties presenting themselves and that means staff, 
trained staff, skilled staff. People come here 
and say: can get good supervisor? Where 
can get someone develop our intake service?’ 
(For whole new field opening with our institutions, 
too, new phase the greatest importance.)

PRESERVING FAMILY TIES 

Miss Ora Children’s Bureau, Philadelphia 

The case have chosen for this discussion represents 
definite reversal the process (the preservation 
family ties) would like have it. interest- 
ing, however, because shows how desultory contact 
with social agencies over long period may avail little 
without the right emphasis. illustrates clearly the 
delicate power that may lie the hands the case 
worker turn the balance she deems wise. fear 
case workers are apt, times, forget this. 
only could remember that the wisest thing can 
for client help him grow; not grow for him, 
even, sometimes do, hamper his natural growth 
trying fit him Procrustean bed! 


1919 Mrs. Bennet first appealed for aid the 
family agency small Virginia town. Mr. Bennet, 
drinker, constantly out work and periodically desert- 
ing, was not adequately supporting her and their two 
babies, Geoffrey and Elsie. 

She was slight, attractive little woman, with quiet 
manners and sincere desire please everyone. Her 
family, living elsewhere, were respectable, self-main- 
taining people, but apparently unable unwilling 
give much help. Her own mother had died when she 
was only ten, and fourteen she had left school the 
eighth grade work. She had been ambitious 
study nursing, but unfortunately did not. twenty- 
two she entered into common-law relationship with the 
father her children, whom she had known all her life. 
She lacked the strength courage hold out against 
his constant entreaties. Little known him other 
than revealed his subsequent treatment his 
family. His parents were Virginia farmers; his mother 
hard working and energetic; his father heavy drinker. 
and the mother lived with them for time, but they 
were unkind her and the children. had completed 
grammar school and spent one year preparatory 
school for Annapolis. 

After trying out several plans the family agency 
placed Mrs. Bennet with her two children cook 
tuberculosis sanatorium. The family worker had her 
and the father her children legally married and the 
man sent for his family come Philadelphia, where 
said had work. Quite the contrary was true and after 
five months misery and abuse, assistance from 
family society and pregnant condition, she left him 
for good and was placed maternity home where her 
child was born. keep the family together work was 
found for her the nursery infants’ home, where 
she was liked but considered “not well developed 
Her children were eligible stay until 
four years old. 1920 the mother applied insti- 
tution for the admission Geoffrey, aged four. The 
Children’s Bureau gathered certain information, 
then functioned central investigating agency, and 
Geoffrey was admitted. question establishing 
the mother home her own seems not have been 
year later his sister went automatically 
the same institution. “After both children were 
placed the family agency also closed its case, apparently 
feeling that their supervision was longer needed.” 
During the next four years the mother was left her 
own resources except for the friendly interest the 
institution superintendents. one knowing her 


felt she could possibly take care herself and her chil- 
dren any other way, nor did the thought seem 
occur 1923 rumors sexual abuse boys 
employee the institution caused the mother 
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Mt. Vernon St., Boston, Mass.

ask that Geoffrey transferred another institution. 
For the mother’s peace mind Geoffrey and his sister 
Elsie were transferred. 

Shortly after this Nora passed four, and could 
longer stay the infants’ home. The superintendent 
felt the mother never would able support herself 
and the child outside the home, and would gladly have 
kept the mother she would consent place Nora. 
She could not bring herself this, and went live 
with brother, hoping leave the child with his wife 
while she worked during the day. 

Early 1924 the Juvenile Court applied for 
foster-home placement Geoffrey delinquent. 
this time was eight years had been reported 
his school teacher having exposed himself class 
little girl. The superintendent the home took 
the attitude that this had happened school, must 
happening the home, though she had evidence 
anything the she saw con- 
nection between the events the previous institution 
and Geoffrey’s present She insisted the boy 
must removed, was menace the other chil- 
dren. was outbreak measles the time 
and could not removed for about six wecks, during 
which period was kept solitary confinement. 

this time Geoffrey was reported psychological 
examiners dull normal intelligence, superficial 
and without moral perception, undisciplined and habit- 
uated living his pleasure sense. tried 
good private the tension which 
arose over the whole regrettable affair, was impossible 
find out much the real nature the youngster, and 
plan for him had worked out pretty much the 
dark. For this reason was decided place him tem- 
porarily for observation with foster mother, with the 
kindliness and warmth make him feel home and the 
intelligence understand and interpret his difficulties 
us. 

His mother was almost crushed the 
three children were now all separated, and she despaired 
ever having them together again. She was barely 
able make living factory work, earning about 
$12.00 week, and her brother and his wife were letting 
her feel she was far from with them. She 
realized she would have leave them and try day 
nursery for Nora. knew little her capabilities 
and what did know was doubtful. knew still 
less Geoffrey; was not the time urge that 
she assume the care and the three 
children. 


The next four months revealed Geoffrey shy, 
diffident, confused little boy. His feeling for things 
seemed dulled. expressed it, “So long 
have enough eat and some place sleep and liv- 
ing, all had interests and could not 
hold his own with other children. There was abso- 
lutely sex difficulty. matter fact there never 
has been. talked quite frankly the affair school 
from the The only disciplinary difficully was 
decided stubbornness and lack responsiveness. 

mother’s visits the foster home were joy 
her. Here she found willing ear for her troubles; 
understanding and sympathy. Often she was helped 
very practical suggestions from the foster mother, 
able Irish woman who had worked child’s nurse 
many years and finally married, making cozy home for 
herself and her husband. think Geoffrey’s mother 
showed the effect his family placement even before 
did. 

the end the summer knew Geoffrey well 
enough place him permanent home. could 
not attend school from his present one. chose Mrs. 
Westley, widow her early forties with son 
twenty living with her. She, too, had known years 
hard work. The building their home had been the 
life-long goal her husband and herself, and just 
they were ready enjoy its comforts, died. Her 
son was away all day and she needed someone share 
the home with her; someone mother. 

Her first task with Geoffrey was teach him how 
love; love her, and what was more important, 
love his mother. was gala day for her when 
came home from school once and suddenly threw his 
arms around her and kissed her. She was interested 
everything did and made him interested. not 
know who was the happier when his school mark rose 
from seven After had been with her few 
months she wrote the visitor saying, like ray 
sunshine coming into the 

warm friendship has grown between her and 
own mother. The her sincere ad- 
miration for Mrs. Bennet has been interesting. has 
subtly inspired her with courage; watch and help 
this courage grow has been like seeing health slowly 
returning one who has been long ill. 

When Geoffrey had been with her about six months, 
Mrs. Westley offered take Elsie from the institution. 
The mother could not bear the contrast between the 
two children. hesitated, partly because hoped 
the mother might able have the two little girls 
with her. this time she was doing somewhat better 
her work. But she was afraid she could not handle it, 
and told her would consider further, perhaps 
finding matter was dropped for the time,

and suddenly, without word anyone, she took Elsie 
herself. This was just what had hoped for. She 
found room near good day nursery and sent the two 
little girls together. During this time she was helped 
considerably, but more less irregularly, organiza- 
tions the Baptist church which she regular 
member. Our foster mother, with growing respect for 
her pluck, always kept open house for the whole family 
days off. 

Last summer Mrs. Westley took Geoffrey her little 
bungalow the Jersey Coast, and his own mother went 
cook her church camp the mountains, taking 
the little girls with her. was lovely summer for all 
them. Mrs. Bennet was much loved the girls 
camp, and they have since done many kind and helpful 
things for her. She and the children returned the fall 
fine health and spirits. Her improved health gave 
her good start for her factory work, and she was able 
work $22.00 during the winter. 

September, Mrs. Westley wrote she had decided 
remain permanently the Jersey Coast order 
near her mother who lived there. She begged 
allowed keep Geoffrey, had grown very dear 
her and was loved all her family. The summer with 
the freedom the seashore had done much for him. 
was longer timid, diffident youngster. could 
hold his own fair fight and even had been accepted 
into real “gang,” getting into the usual scrapes along 
with the rest. other words, was more trouble but 
less problem, measured the standard the 
normal, healthy boy nine. talked over with his 
mother, again discussing the possibility Geoffrey’s 
being with her. Even with financial aid she did not feel 
able undertake the added responsibility. She was 
living the time only one room. She was just begin- 
ning feel sure her work, but most all, she felt 
strongly she could never for Geoffrey what his 
foster mother was doing. She knew was getting good 
schooling, fine home training, much affection, and that 
was very happy with Mrs. Westley. was decided 
—despite the unusual distance—to leave him there for 
the winter least. 

Christmas time had cordial letter from Mrs. 
Westley, asking could not possibly arrange send 
Geoffrey’s mother and little sisters down them 
spend Christmas and the week-end. gladly ar- 
ranged and they went. The visit must have been 
real awakening for Geoffrey, for wanted come back 
with his mother. She told him things would very 
different home; but that made difference him. 
She said would have day nursery and 
with younger children; still wanted come. 


loved where was but wanted help her with the 
think his foster mother was proud 


little girls. 


him his own mother was. She, too, felt should 
with his own family. 

The mother did not tell immediately. She wanted 
time think things out. When she did, she already 
had half-formed plan. She and fellow worker the 
factory, also deserted mother with three children, had 
taken house together. Her brother and church friends 
were helping furnish it. Geoffrey had suggested 
she were not able care for all the children, and one 
the girls might change places for while! Because 
was doing well school, was decided not 
bring him home until the end the term, which will 
early June. 

The matter has been taken with the parish worker 
the church, and has been arranged have Mrs. 
Bennet take all three children and again cook 
their summer camp. This will avoid the danger city 
streets during the summer and give the children 
chance get acquainted amid happy surroundings. 
the fall the church will undertake responsible for 
some definite relief, such clothing and coal rent. 
Mrs. Bennet feels she will soon able work 
$30.00 the factory. Until she does, probably will 
pay her small weekly board for Geoffrey and help 
clothe him. 

The home near good day nursery and the children 
both families will sent there. For very small 
amount, they are given their mid-day meal. have 
talked the social worker there, who much interested 
the families. She realizes that boys ten are rather 
problem day nursery, but planning special 
recreation for them and probably will get manual 
training teacher come certain days. addition 
this, plan use other recreational facilities the 
neighborhood for Geoffrey. 

These plans are not vague ones hope able 
work out, but are definitely formulated, and ready 
take effect when Geoffrey through school. But for 
his school work would have been home row. 
This has been interrupted often that seemed un- 
wise disturb the good progress making. 
realize there risk making this change for the boy, 
but feel well worth taking. His mother has much 
give him, and surely there real character value 
letting him feel himself part the family problem and 
learn take some its responsibilities. When 
approaches adolescence will outgrow the nursery, but 
before that comes hope find part-time work for 
the mother she may home when out school, 
and will perhaps ask financial aid the family agency.

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HEALTH ADMINISTRATION FOR AGENCIES 
M.D., Medical Director, Children’s Bureau 
Clinic, Lakeside Dispensary, Cleveland 

During the year 1925 the Associated Charities 
Cleveland found that 20,865 problems existed 7,537 
families who came them for help and guidance. 
these 20,865 problems, 3214 percent were due per- 
sonality maladjustment; percent were economic 
origin; percent were due inadequate living condi- 
tions; and percent due either physical mental 
disability. other words, about one-third all the 
social problems involved some form physical 
mental abnormality one more the family mem- 
bers, which was reacting against the normal family life. 
Such the challenge all social agencies and especially 
those agencies which are striving promote the proper 
care the dependent, delinquent, and defective group 
children. 

The difficult task which lies before the children’s 
agency city the incorporation medical pro- 
gram into its other functions that immediate, expert 
and economical medical service can given the 
children while they are under the agencies’ control. 
These three main phases the service should fully 
met with order have efficient 
medical attention needed order have without 
delay complete physical examinations all children 
before placement boarding-home institution, 
and also meet the health educational requirements 
which are definite part the medical service due the 
boarding-home parents and the institutional attendants. 
should expert inasmuch “the best none too 
good for these all the work should 
guided physician who skilled the practice 
diseases children, and who likewise has the correct 
social point view. And this service should eco- 
nomical because the conservation community funds 
necessary are meet the varied and many 
needs the community large. 

Cleveland, during the past three years, the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau and the Humane Society have developed 
Centralized conjunction with the Out- 
Patient Department the Lakeside Hospital. 
virtue this form organization, this clinic occupies 
position the Dispensary which exactly similar 
operation that any other dispensary 
Surgery, Pediatrics, Nose, Ear and Throat, Ortho- 
Such arrangement allows for the various 
types medical consultation and laboratory technique 
which are essential complete the medical examina- 
tions and arrive reasonable diagnosis and form 
treatment. The personnel the medical organization 
consists Medical Director, woman physician, two 


dentists and The medical clinic 
operates every afternoon for the purpose performing 
admission physical examinations all children prior 
placement into boarding-homes and institutions. The 
dental clinic performs service the boarding-home 
children and portion the institutional children 
the morning periods. Adequate records are kept all 
cases, and copies are sent the social worker and the 
institutions. 

The physicians make proper recommendations for 
the removal the defects and, subsequently, they fol- 
low-up the children from medical standpoint, 
working conjointly with the institutional 
physicians. our knowledge, this the first attempt 
the part social agency incorporate common 
medical program with all the child-caring institutions 
cily, that the methods health work will uni- 
form, and the same time complete program. The 
following standards have been set, and over period 
three years the great majority them have become 
part institutional child care. 

The duties the clinic are manifold, including ad- 
mission physical examinations all the girls and boys 
before placement either boarding-home insti- 
tution; the proper for the removal 
defects are made admission steering-blank the 
child enters the institution; the removal large part 
the defects the Lakeside Hospital using the 
the follow-up center; supervision the majority 
the boarding-home children both during health and dis- 
ease; provision complete dental service all board- 
ing-home children, and some the institutional group; 
the provision all sorts facilities the institutions, 
comprising health records, medical consultations, physi- 
cal re-examinations for those children who remain longer 
than six months; application immunization processes 
against small-pox, diphtheria, and scarlet fever; ways 
and means for increasing the institutional dental service, 
and the promotion cooperative hospital contact 
for aid the removal defects; recommendations for 
the cure and prevention goitre; treatment mal- 
nutrition, anemias, chorea, tuberculosis, heart disease 
and forth. 

other words, this clinic acts medical center for 
the dependent children—both prior placement and 
after placement, whether boarding-home insti- 
tution for child-care. The object demonstrate 
actual performance the various medical preventive 
methods now vogue the need for modern medical 
care the dependent group children. this educa- 
tional process the standard medical care com- 
mensurate with the progress which relatively rapid 
medicine today; and result, feel confident that 
the accomplishments have been extremely rapid espe- 
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cially among the institutional group, where there has 
been long-felt need for higher type service. 

This long-felt need can shown quoting the 
different defects found upon routine physical examina- 
tion the children upon admission the boarding 
home institution:

the light these facts have attempted apply 
the best and the most modern knowledge preventive 
and curative methods known pediatrics today. The 
clinic personnel has performed 7,421 physical examina- 
tions; 1,083 laboratory tests, 3,000 Schick and Dick 
Tests; 2,024 children received dental service the 
clinic; 13,000 clerical were carried out; 
uniform method prevention goitre has been insti- 
tuted—decreasing goitre from less than percent 
the institutional children; consultations have been 
freely given all manner conditions, and all forms 
health service have been incorporated the institu- 
tional organizations.

(Abstract from Dr. Speech, Head the Depart- 
ment Sociology Brown University) 


Unquestionably society should give sympathetic care 
illegitimate children and should see that they 
are freed far possible from the social consequence 
illegitimate birth. Yet after all said and done 
serious question whether sympathy should far 
condone the violation the social code blot 
out the stigma attached illegitimacy place the 
illegitimate the same plane the legitimate. The 
very essence law, natural moral, that the punish- 
ment parents shared their children. The weak 
and the wayward are process elimination order 
that the stronger and wiser may survive. 

Admittedly there are many puzzling situa- 
tions connection with the Family. There are broken 
homes, heavy divorce rate and changing home life. 
There are many celibates who should married, many 
married who should celibate. There are juvenile 
offenders through parental neglect, and sexual perverts 
lerge who might better incarcerated for life. Yet 
with all its defects the Family today the most vigorous 
and the most honored our four fundamental institu- 
tions, the other three being the economic, the political, 
and the religious. Women are free marriage choice 
and family never before. Children these days are 
loved, their rights are respected and their bodies and 
minds are made healthier through the strong influence 
home and school. The home democratic, the kinship 
tie love and affection, polygamy has lost out com- 
petition with monogamy, and the basal theory under- 
lying monogamy not trial marriage free contract 
connections but the permanency the marriage rela- 
tions. 

who are interested social work and child wel- 
fare must not develop what has been aptly called the 
the must not fail see the forest 
our eagerness gaze particular trees. The imme- 
diate situation illegitimacy the helpless child, the 
bedraggled woman, the ashamed man, and these pull 
powerfully our sympathy and rightly so. Yet the 
long run the big thing, the worthwhile thing, not 
action that will ultimately degrade social standards, but 
action that will exalt and strengthen them. For, with 
passing years, sexual irregularities will not remedied 
coddling process and the minimization social 
responsibility but such action will bring censure 
the wayward, and social approval the conduct 
that safeguards and strengthens the toil many gen- 


erations building moral standards family rela- 
tions. The morals sex conduct, short, are not 
determined the will and whim ephemeral men 
women who wish license, not liberty. 

The Rev. Father O’Grady the National Conference 
this year said: The difficulties met dealing with 
the problem illegitimacy are due the very nature 
the problem itself and the great variation the types 
cases coming our attention. illegitimacy 
find the current life running outside its natural course. 
part our basic philosophy that the sex instinct 
should not gratified apart from the responsibilities 
family life. Everything that makes for the grati- 
fication the sex instinct apart from family responsi- 
bility strikes the very root the family The 
attitude society towards the unmarried mother 
protective coloring that the race has thrown around the 
monogamous family. more than mere property 
disqualification. buried deep the very nature 
family life. There undoubtedly much that unrea- 
sonable the attitude society towards the unmar- 
ried mother. This, however, cannot changed 
going the other extreme and assuming that there 
distinction between married and unmarried mother- 
hood. 

There question any longer about the need for 
good case work with mothers and fathers illegitimate 
children. The mother needs all the sympathetic under- 
standing and assistance can give order appre- 
ciate her responsibilities the very difficult situation 
which she finds herself. The father also must 
given attention order that may appreciate his 
responsibility for the care and upbringing his off- 
spring. While have been discussing the necessity 
case work with the parents illegitimate children for 
number years, are still very far from our ideals. 
Large numbers agencies are dealing with the 
child illegitimate birth without any case work ma- 
chinery. Their primal thought make things 
easy possible for the parents and find suitable 
foster home for the child. find that even among 
case working agencies the quality the case work 
leaves much desired. Many them are handi- 
capped insufficient equipment for the making out- 
of-town investigations and insufficient funds assist 
the mother and her child. Many agencies are giving 
insufficient attention the fathers illegitimate 


children.
